FLOOR AND MAIL BID AUCTION. This is a public auc- 
tion and mail bid sale conducted by Mid-American Rare 
Coin Auctions, Inc. (“Mid-American”). The auction and sale 
is of numismatic property catalogued by Mid-American as 
represented below. 


STRICTLY CASH SALES UNLESS CREDIT PREAR- 
RANGED. Auctionsales are strictly for cash and lots must be 
paid for promptly in U. S. funds, unless arrangements satis- 
factory to Mid-American in its sole discretion for the estab- 
lishment of credit have been made before a purchaser's bid. 
All decisions concerning the extension of credit by Mid- 
American shall be made in Mid-American’s sole discretion. 
Credit cards such as Visa, Master Charge, Master Card, 
American Express, and others may not be used for payment. 
Bids cannot be accepted from those under eighteen years of 
age without a parent’s written consent guaranteeing prompt 
payment. 


BIDDER GUARANTEES PAYMENT. By bidding in this 
sale, whether for a corporation or as an agent for another in- 
dividual or entity, a bidder personally guarantees prompt 
payment and adherence to all terms of sale.

UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINAGE 


RARE PEWTER 
CONTINENTAL DOLLAR 


1776 Continental Dollar. Very Fine. CURENCY spelling 
in pewter. Newman 1-C, Rarity 3. A pleasing example of 
this highly popular issue, with some light circulation marks 
and wear, and some areas of expert retooling on the upper 
right obverse. Apparently, this was done to efface a heavy 
dig between L and C. The upper rim also shows some 
roughness, quite possibly from some old (now inactive) tin- 
pesting. The coin is much more attractive than our descrip- 
tion might indicate and most collectors would be thrilled to 
own this historic coin. 

In recent years, there has been considerable debate concerning 
the true denomination of this coin. Following the format estab- 
lished by Hodder/Bowers in the Norweb II catalogue, the brass 
pieces should be called Pennies (or “more precisely...a New York 
standard penny”). The silver pieces are now thought to be pattem 
issues, rather than Dollars, and the pewter pieces are thought to be 
emergency issues, much like the steel cents of 1943. Presumably 
because any arguments surrounding the pewter pieces are purely 
speculative, the authors of the Norweb catalogue continued the 
time-honored tradition of calling them “Dollars.” 


Each coin in this sale has been carefully evaluated by our staff of 
experts. From the time M.A.R.C.A. accepts your consignment, 


through the cataloguing and photography, to the actual sale 
itself, your coins are handled by competent numismatists. 
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1787 Fugio Cent. Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. 
Newman 13-X, Rarity 4. A gorgeous, glossy example which 
displays approximately fifty percent of the original mint red color. 
The balance of the coin has toned to a delicious, chocolate brown 
color which is absolutely original in every respect. Well centered, 
and easily one of the finest known examples, even if there were 
thousands in the Bank of New York hoard. A most impressive coin. 


1652 Massachusetts “Pine Tree” Shilling. Very Fine. Noe 8.2, 
Rarity 3. Silvery grey, with hints of golden colorations in the 
protected areas. A so-called “Witch” piece, bent and straightened 
long ago, resulting in “folds” on the bottom of the obverse (tree- 
side) and on the upper reverse. Otherwise, this coin is very attrac- 
tive and both the date and the tree are sharp and highly visible. 
Accompanied by a new color ANACS Certificate #TWI-092, where 
authenticated and graded VF. The certificate terms this a “damaged” coin, 
which is accurate, but misrepresents the historical context of this coin. 


1652 Massachusetts “Pine Tree” Shilling. Noe 5, Rarity 2. 
Typical of this variety, the tree side is weak and the date is strong. 
Slightly off-center on the obverse, but with good centering on the 
reverse. The obverse shows some roughness on the left side, while 
the balance of the coin is nice and original. A small piece of metal 
is missing from the rim on the upper left reverse, but it is quite 
possible that the coin was originally struck with the defect. All in 
all, this is a pleasing, well-balanced example. 

Accompanied by a new color ANACS Certificate #YPH-027, where 
authenticated. The Certificate also notes the roughness, calling it “cor- 
roded”, which is slightly harsh in our opinion. 


1722 Rosa Americana Halfpenny. Extremely Fine. D.G. REX, 
UTILE DULCL, slightly rarer than the DEI GRATIA REX vari- 
ety. Olive, with brassy high points. Free of any active corrosion or 
problems and a nice example of the Type. 


Undated Washington Copper. Double Head. Very Fine. Choco- 
late brown, but somewhat oily. A small flaw appears by the C of 
CENT. This tough Type is underrated in this condition. 


A Buyer's Charge of 10% will be added to all purchases. 
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1783 Washington Copper. Proof (67). Red. Draped Bust. One of 
the brightest examples we have ever seen of this issue! The perfect, 
unspotted fields display a flashy, red-orange brilliance which is 
stunning. We cannot recall having seen a more lovely example. 
Although this is a restrike issue, it is a very popular and eagerly 
sought after member of the Washington (and Baker) series. Expect 
to see an unusually high price on this coin. 


1793 Washington Copper. Ship Halfpenny. About Uncircu- 
lated (50). Lettered Edge. Olive and tan, with smooth, oily 
surfaces. This lovely example is at least equal to, if not finer, than 
the GUIDEBOOK plate coin. The significance of this piece is 
verified by the lack of pricing information above EF in the GUIDE- 
BOOK. Animportantcoin for the serious collector of Colonial U.S. 
coins. 


1786 New Jersey Copper. Very Fine. Maris 14-J, Rarity 1. 
Lightly granular, and with some olive scaling on the reverse, but 
nice otherwise and quite well detailed for the grade. 


1787 New Jersey Copper. Fine. Maris 63-s, Rarity 1. Attractive 
brown color, but lightly scratched on either side. 


1788 Chalmers Shilling. Very Good. The length of the worm is 
impossible to determine due to the lack of central details. The lack 
of details may be due more to characteristics of the strike rather than 
to actual wear, since most of the legends are still easily read. 
Problem-free and quite scarce in any grade. 


1837 Feuchtwanger Cent. About Uncirculated (SS). Well struck 
and nicely detailed, even on the high points. Toned in somewhat 
dull, olive colors. A pleasing example of this popular “Hard Times” 
token. 


1837 Feuchtwanger Cent. Uncirculated (60). This lovely ex- 
ample shows unusually deep luster on both sides, especially the 
obverse. The reverse shows some minor planchet laminations (as 
made) and streaks of golden-brown toning. One of the nicest 
examples we have encountered. 


UNITED STATES HALF CENTS (1793-1857) 
DRAPED BUST TYPE (1800-1808) 


1804 Fine (12). Cohen 12, Rarity 2, Crosslet 4, Stemless. 1804 
Very Fine (20). Cohen 10, Rarity 1, Crosslet 4, Stems, without 


spiked chin. 
A total of two coins in this lot. 
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1806 Uncirculated (62). Red and Brown. Cohen 4, Rarity 1, 
Large 6, Stems. Much of the original color and luster remains on 
either side, but an obvious area of reddish discoloration appears on 
the lower reverse. The balance of the coin is quite original and there 
are no spots or other noticeable defects. As evidenced by the Cohen 
plate coin, this piece shows similar weakness of strike at the tip of 
the bust and the corresponding area on the reverse. 


1807 Extremely Fine (45). Cohen 1, Rarity 2, the only variety of 
the year. Late state, with few denticles visible around therims. 1825 
Extremely Fine (45). Cohen 2, Rarity 1, with no edge lump! 
Because of the low mintage of 63,000 pieces, this date is as popular 
as the 1811, but sells for a fraction of the price. 

A total of two coins in this lot. 


CLASSIC HEAD TYPE (1809-1836) 


1828 About Uncirculated (55). Cohen 3, Rarity 1, thirteen 
stars.

Lovett made the dies but never delivered them, 
apparently fearing retribution for supplying the Rebels, but he 
did strike twelve copper-nickel examples, several of which 
have survived and are quite rare and valuable. Eventually, 
Haseltine ended up with the dies and he had limited numbers 
struck in Copper, Gold and Silver. The example we offer here 
is a gorgeous blend of chocolate brown and tan colors. The 
surfaces are nice and smooth and the only defect worth 
mentioning is a thin, barely visible scratch running vertically 
across the right side of the obverse. All in all, this is an 
exceptional example. 

The Confederate Cent is very closely allied to the Civil War token 
issues, especially since Lovett’s central figure of Liberty was used on 


several of the Civil War tokens which he created and struck in later 
years!

A lot of Confederate Restrike Cents, including one copper 
piece, two silver examples and three specimens in “goldine.” 
All of the tokens are basically as struck and each shows it’s full 
luster and original brilliance. The so-called “Second Restrike” was 
struck from the original dies for the Confederate Cent (see page 260 
of the GUIDEBOOK). According to the accompanying envelopes, 
5,000 examples of each of the silver and goldine metals were 
struck. Presumably, the number of copper pieces is at least equal to 
or greater than that number. By the time these pieces had been 
struck, the obverse die had become heavily rusted and pitted, 
resulting in raised lumps of metal on the coin. The reverse die was 
cancelled with several deep cuts with a chisel or file, resulting in 
raised, intersecting lines of metal. These items used to be quite 
common, especially in copper, but they are seldom encountered 
nowadays. One of their greatest attractions is as an inexpensive way 
to own copies of the very rare, original Confederate Cent.

ERROR BUFFALO NICKELS 


The following collection of Buffalo Nickel errors was formed over 
many years by a prominent dealer-collector. To our knowledge, this 
is one of the largest and most important offering of these items in nu- 
mismatic history. The collection includes a variety of impressive 
errors, such as straight edge clips, broadstruck and double-struck 
coins, off-centers and even a flip-over double strike. Most of the 
items are not only dramatic errors in their ownright, but most are also 
in the highest possible quality. If you have any interest at all in these 
pieces, we advise purchasing them now, as it would be next to 
impossible to duplicate this collection. Years ago, it wasn’t unusual 
to find an error Buffalo Nickel here and there, but today, they have 
virtually disappeared from the market. 


312. 1913 Choice Uncirculated (63). Type |. Broadstruck on a lami- 
nated planchet. The lamination has begun to peel and separate, 
creating an even more impressive appearance. 

Formerly Lot 312 in Bowers & Merena’s “Milton Cohen” collection. 

Broadstruck coins look very much like an off-center strike and are often 
confused with them. The difference, however, stems from the fact that the 
broadstruck piece is struck outside of a collar, allowing the metal to expand 
out in all directions. This results in a slightly larger diameter on a 
broadstruck coin and mushiness in the details near the edges caused by the 
outward metal flow.

Struck for the Hawaiian government by the United States 
Mint, this coin, and the others in the series, are eagerly collected by 
American numismatists. This example has a “life” and “look” that 
are way above average. Even more important, it has passed the 
intense scrutiny of P.C.G.S. graders, meaning that it has not been 
cleaned or impaired in any way. 


1884 Select Proof (64). A gorgeous cameo example, with bright, 
iridescent golden toning completely covering both sides. As the 
golden color nears the rims it turns into a darker steel-blue color. 
The surfaces are virtually perfect and the intensity of the luster is 
way above average.
